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Introduction. 



No extended introduction to Volume III. would seem 
to be necessary. Having already compiled and recently 
published Volume I., containing the Genealogy of my 
own Line of New England Harwoods, and Volume II., 
of the Salem Harwoods, we come now to the third 
great Branch of Harwoods in New England, the Con- 
cord Family. 

As long ago as 1837, Mrs. Sarah (Harwood) Robinson, 
of Bennington, Vt., compiled and published a **Gene- 
alogical History of Robinsons, SaflFords, Harwoods and 
Clarks*' — all families from whom she descended or was 
in some wav related. Her records of Harwoods were 
mostly confined to the Bennington branch of the Concord 
Family. Her work was an excellent one — and seems to 
us the more so when we consider the difficulties which at- 
tended genealogical research in that early day. 

Myron W. Harwood, of Enfield and Boston, Mass., 
spent half of his lifetime compiling the records of the 
New England Harwoods, and intended for a long time to 
publish the result of his researches. But old age came on, 
and finally his death was hastened by an accident. His 
records were not given to others for publication, and it 
would seem that the result of nearly all of his hard work 
in this line has been lost to the world. 

Fred H. Harwood, of Chicago, spent several years in 
compiling the records of the Concord Harwoods, and had 
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a well arranged Genealogy of this Branch nearly ready 
for the printer. But being engaged in large business un- 
dertakings, and perhaps not meeting with the encourage- 
ment his work deserved, he let it rest till finally he aban- 
doned his plan of publication. He has most generously 
placed all of his records at the disposal of the writer, and 
the entire Family will benefit from his work. 

Another who gave much intelligent study to the gene- 
alogy of the Concord Harwoods was the late Herbert 
Joseph Harwood, Esq., of Littleton, Mass. 

It remains only for me, then, to arrange and edit this 
volume, rather than to make it, as was Vol. 1., the work 
of my lifetime, the materials for which I obtained almost 
altogether from original sources. 

It will of course be unnecessary for me to reproduce in 
each volume the chapters in Vol. I., on the **Origin of our 
Family and Name," **Crests and Coats of Arms," and the 
short chapter on **The Harwood Families of Virginia and 
Maryland." Most of the Harwoods will wish to possess 
all three volumes. 

With this Introduction, I place before my many friends 
of our name. Vol. III., trusting it may greatly interest 
and please them, and preserve for all time to come the 
history of the Concord Harwoods.

John Harwood was a citizen of London, England, and 
belonged to a family that it would appear had long been 
settled in London. It is thought that he never came to 
America, or if he came, returned later to England and 
died in London. There was a John Harwood who with 
Dorothy, hiS. wife, was a resident of London at that 
time. His will was dated Feb. 16, 1653, and proved Feb. 
8, 1654, showing that he died between the two dates. In 
the will he mentions only two sons, Nathaniel and John, 
and a daughter Anne. His wife Dorothy, proved the will 
and had under it a tenement in Cranley, Surrey. We have 
not, of course, positive proof that John Harwood, who 
was father to the brothers and sister who settled in New 
England, was the same as the one who died in 1654, but 
it seems very probable that he was the same, as the time 
and place and names all favor such a conclusion.

Children of John Harwood, No. 1. All born probably 
in London. 

2. John, came from England to Boston, Mass., in 1645. 
He was made freeman in 1649. He was admitted to the 
Church in Boston, Dec. 25, 1647. He married Elizabeth 
Usher, daughter of Hezekiah and Mary Usher, of Boston, 
and they made their residence in Boston, where he was a 
merchant. He sold his property in Boston in 1657, and 
returned to England, where he continued the merchantile 
business in London. He was living in Bethnal Green, a 
suburb of London, in 1665. He still owned land in Dun- 
stable, New England, which was sold by his heirs long 
after his decease. He died about 1685, as is shown by 
his will made Nov. 13, 1684, and proved June 22, 1685. 
His wife did not long survive him, as her will was proved 
in 1687. 

3. Thomas, born in 1623. He came to New England. 
Married, Rachel Woodward, widow of Robert Wood- 
ward, and daughter of John Smith, July 7, 1654. They 
resided in Boston, where he died Jan. 5, 1706. 

4. Hannah, came to New England. She married, Oct. 
10, 1657, Thomas Wheeler, and they resided in Con- 
cord, Mass. They had one son, also named Thomas. 
She was living in Concord, a widow, in 1697. 

5. Nathaniel, born in 1626. He came to New Eng- 
land and married Elizabeth . Thev resided in Bos- 
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ton until after 1665, when they removed to Concord, 
Mass. He was by occupation a cordwainer. He was 
made freeman, March 21, 1690. He died in Concord, 
Feb. 7, 1716, his wife April 25, 1715. 

6. Robert, came to New England and resided in Bos- 
ton. He was by occupation a **biscake baker.'* He mar- 
ried about 1671, Joanna . He died about 1678, his 

wife in 1696.

7. Elizabeth, born in Boston, Mass., March 13, 1650. 
She married Mr. Sedgwick. She was Uving in New Eng- 
land, Nov. 13, 1684, when her father^s will was made. 
The will also mentions her son Samuel Sedgwick. 

8. Hezekiah, born in Boston, April 27, 1653, died 
young. 

9. Hannah, born in Boston, March 6, 1655. She mar- 
ried Ralph Manwaring, of London. She is mentioned 
in her father^s will in 1684, also in her brother Jacob's 
will in 1701. 

10. Anna, born in Boston, Aug. 26, 1657. 

11. John, born in London. He was in New England, 
(Boston), in 1684, but back in London, in Oct., 1685, 
and a merchant in that city in 1688, residing in Mon- 
tague St., Parish of St. Dunstan, Stepney. He was men- 
tioned in his father's will, also in the will of his brother 
Jacob. He died before 1724, at which time his widow, 
Elizabeth, was living in the parish of St. Buttolph, with- 
out Bishops Gate Street. 

12. Jacob, born in London. He was an apprentice to 
his mother in 1684, and the executor of her will in 1687. 
He was a merchant in London. He died about 1701, as 
his will was proved that year. 

13. Joseph, born in London, in 1667. He came to 
America, and was a merchant in New York city, in 1693. 
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He was mentioned In the will of his brother Jacob, in 
1701.

14. Rachel, born June 20, 1655, died Sept. 27, 1656. 

15. Jeremiah, born June 4, 1656. He probably died 
before 1705, as he is not mentioned in his father's will 
made that year.

17. William, bom 1659, died same year. 

18. Rachel, born Feb. 28, 1661, died before 1705. 

19. Benjamin, born Feb. 4, 1663. He married Me- 
HiTABLE . He died, it is believed, before 1690.

20. William, bom in Boston, March 28, 1665. He 
married at Concord, May 11, 1692, Esther Perry, born 
Aug. 11, 1674, daughter of Obadiah and Esther Perry. 
They settled in that part of Dunstable, which is now 
Nashua, N. H., about 1700. He was a worthy man and 
a valued citizen, and was elected to office on many occa- 
sions. He died Sept. 17, 1740, his wife Oct. 8, 1747. 

21. Nathaniel, born Oct. 1, 1669. He married Mary 
Barron, daughter of Moses Barron, and they made their 
residence in Chelmsford, Mass. In 1732, Nathaniel and 
Mary made over their landed property to their son Jona- 
than on these conditions: **They were to have the best 
room in the now dwelling house, with the best chamber, 
and a good, convenient cellar, without any let, stint, or 
hindrance. And deed not to take place *till their, the said 
Nathaniel and Mary Harwood^s decease.'* Nathaniel 
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made a will June 7, 1744, in which he reaffirmed the bar- 
gain with his son Jonathan, and gives his money to his 
four daughters and a granddaughter. Mr. Harwood died 
Oct. 28, 1751, his wife in Oct., 1758. 

22. Peter, bom Jan. 12, 1671. He married Mary 
Fox, Nov. 7, 1700. He was a good citizen and substan- 
tial farmer of Concord. He removed with his wife to 
Littleton, Mass., in 1737, and settled on land which has 
been in the possession of a line of his decendants ever 
since. Herbert J. Harwood 's sons, in the seventh gener- 
ation, now occupying the place. Two houses were built 
since the time of Peter Harwood: one in 1753, and des- 
troyed by fire in 1874; the present, beautiful residence (a 
picture of which appears opposite this page) was built 
by Col. Joseph A. Harwood. Peter Harwood died in 
Littleton, May 10, 1740, his wife May 17, 1742. 

23. John, born Feb. 8, 1674. 

24. Mary, born Feb. 5, 1676. She married Thomas 
Merriam, of Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 23, 1696.

28. Mehitable, bom in Boston, April 25, 1689. She 
married John Ince, Dec. 13, 1709.

29. Elizabeth, born July 8, 1694. We learn from the 
Concord, Mass., records that she married John Barker, 
Nov. 25, 1708. He must have died before 1739, and she 
married again, as in her father's will she is called Eliza- 
beth French. 

30. Esther, born Jan. 10, 1696. She married, Aug. 
26, 1724, Joseph Barker, of Marlboro, Mass. She, too, 
must have lost her first husband, as in her fathers^s will 
she is named Esther Morse. 

31. John, born May 28, 1699. He served as a soldier 
in LovewelPs third expedition against the Indians, and 
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was killed at Pigwacket (in Fryeburg, Me.), in **Love- 
well's Fight," May 8, 1725. An old ballad commemo- 
rates this fight, and gives to Ensign John Harwood **a 
wife and twin babes,'* but no mention is made of wife or 
children in the settlement of his estate by his father not 
long after his death. 

32. Thomas, born June 26, 1706. He married Abigail 

. He was a prominent citizen of Dunstable. He made 

a will May 23, 1787, and is supposed to have died that 
same year. No mention is made of children in the will. 

33. Sarah, bom June 26, 1706. She married Deacon 
William Cummings. They had two sons and two daugh- 
ters. Dea. Cummings was a soldier under Lovewell. He 
died in Hudson, N. H., Aug. 29, 1757. 

34. Mary, born March 25, 1709. Married Thomas 
Pollard, of Dunstable. 

35. Abigail, born April 9, 1710. She married a Mr. 

HiLDREDTH. 

36. Rachel, born July 21, 1712. She married a Mr. 
Barnes.

46. Nathaniel, born Aug. 24, 1701. He married Han- 
nah Taylor, daughter of James Taylor, of Marlboro, 
Mass. They settled in Lunenburg, Mass., thence removed 
to Leicester, Mass., about 1748. He served as a soldier 
in the old French and Indian war, and afterwards com- 
manded the Militia Company of his town. He was a 
good citizen and a man of much influence. 

47. John, born April 28, 1703. He married Hannah 
Aldrich, of Mendon, Mass., Feb. 9, 1726. She was born 
June 2, 1704. They settled in Uxbridge, Mass. He was 
appointed Deputy Sheriff of Worcester county, in 1732. 
He had the title of Colonel. He made his will Oct. 20, 
1787, and died Sept. 18, 1788. Mrs. Harwood died 
March 18, 1794. 

48. Mary, born Aug. 11, 1705. She married Benj. 
Fletcher. 

49. Joseph, born Feb. 26, 1708. He married at Con- 
cord, April 14, 1731, Lydia Brooks, who died in Nov., 

1732. He married, second, Mary . She was bom in 

1708, and died June 3, 1787. Joseph moved to Littleton, 
Mass., with his father, about 1737. He and his wife were 
admitted to the Littleton Church, July 9, 1737, on dis- 
missal from the Church in Concord. Mr. Harwood was 
Selectman, Town Clerk and Highway Surveyor in Little- 
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ton for many years, and was Representative to the Legis- 
lature in 1761, 1766, and 1769. He had the title of Cap- 
tain. He died in Littleton, June 25, 1792. 

50. Hannah, born Jan. 30, 1710. She married Joseph 
WooLEY, March 28, 1754. 

51. Benjamin, born April 30, 1713. He married Brid- 
get Brown, daughter of Eleazer Brown, of Concord, in 
May, 1733. She was born April 20, 1715. They re- 
moved to Hard wick, Mass., thence to Amherst, Mass., 
where he died Aug. 19, 1758. His widow removed with 
her children to Bennington, Vt., in June, 1761; was in the 
first company of settlers in Bennington. Mrs. Harwood 
and the other ladies rode on horseback, also brought 
their effects on horseback, and came by the guidance of 
marked trees. Mrs. Harwood died Nov. 8, 1762. 

52. Ebenezer, born Feb. 22, 1714. He married Doro- 
thy Hubbard, of Concord, in 1736. Thev resided in 
Littleton, Mass., thence removed to North Brookfield, 
Mass., in 1743. He enlisted, April 9, 1745, in Capt. 01m- 
stead's company, under Sir William Pepperell, in the war 
against the French. The expedition was an effort to 
drive the French from the Island of Cape Breton, Nova 
Scotia. Mr. Harwood was killed June 17, 1745, at the 
first capture of the fortress at Louisburg. His widow is 
said to have walked all the way from Brookfield to Bos- 
ton to draw the bounty money due him.

They settled in 
Amherst, Mass., thence removed in 1761, to Bennington, 
Vt. Mrs. Harwood died Feb. 16, 1794. Mr. Harwood 
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married, second, Mrs. Mary Doty, June 10, 1794. She 
was bom in 1737, at Hard wick, daughter of Jonathan 
Warner. She died in Bennington, Oct. 27, 1810. He died 
July 12, 1815. He set out the first apple tree in Benning- 
ton, and in 1869, the tree was still alive and bearing 
fruit. 

85. Eleazer, born Sept. 28, 1737. He married Eliza- 
beth Montague, daughter of Samuel Montague, May 
19, 1761. They removed the next month to Bennington, 
Vt., thence to Pittsford, Vt., in 1783. Mr. Harwood was 
a devout Christain, with a good education for his oppor- 
tunities, gifted in speech and prayer and being very ac- 
ceptable to the people in conducting religious services, he 
was unanimously called by the church and society at 
Pittsford, Vt., to become their minister. After much ear- 
nest prayer and consideration, he accepted the invitation, 
and was duly ordained the first settled minister of the 
Congregational Church of Pittsford. Here he labored 
faithfully and had the joy of seeing many persons brought 
to Christ through his ministry. He died May 19, 1807, 
his wife May 14, 1824. 

86. Benjamin, bom April 20, 1739. He married Cath- 
arine Chancey. They made their residence in Amherst, 
Mass. He died in 1760. 

87. Zechariah, born March 11, 1742. He married 
Lovina Rice, at Hardwick, Mass. She was a daughter 
of Oliver Rice, an ensign in the Ninth Mass. Bay regiment, 
in the Revolutionary War. Mr. Harwood himself fought 
in the battle of Bennington, Mr. Harwood had charge 
of a pest-house in Bennington, where persons suffering 
from small pox were isolated from the community. He 
seemed to have a peculiar skill in the management of this 
dreaded disease. His wife died Sept. 6, 1808, and he mar- 
ried, second, Antice Alma. Mr. Harwood died in Ben- 
nington, June 6, 1821. 
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88. Mary, bom Jane 10, 1845. Married Nehemiah 
Smedley. Thev lived and died in Williamstown, Mass. 
Children: Levi, Moses, Elijah, Rachel, Elisha and Mary. 

89. Bbenezer, born 1749, died 1753. 

90. Stephen, bom June 23, 1751. He married Lois 
Wright, at Bennington. She died in 1786, and in 1787, 
he married Esther Dodge. She died in 1793, and he 
married, third, Hannah Clark, of Shelbume, Mass. He 
died in 1815, his wife in 1823. 

91. Abigail, bom Nov. 4, 1753, married Barnabas 
Barnum, in 1777. He was killed bv Indians at Shel- 
bume, Mass., March 12, 1778. His widow married Ezra 
Whipple, at Bennington, in 1780. She died in Sunder- 
land, Vt., Sept. 16, 1815. 

92. Hepzibah, born in Amherst, Mass., Nov. 26, 1756, 
She married James Phillips, and resided in Pownal, Vt., 
where Mr. Phillips died.

He was a farmer, 
millwright, civil engineer, and contractor. He served 
seven years in the Revolutionary Army, and was a brave, 
daring officer. He was court-martialed for disobedience 
of orders to abandon and destroy a bridge at White 
Plains, then being held by the American Army, but on 
trial his action was so far justified that he was retained 
and promoted. He was officer of the day at the execu- 
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tion of Major Andre. After the war, Major Harwood 
built on a part of the original homestead the first brick 
house in the Brookfields. The walls are 18 inches thick, 
and 100,000 bricks were used in its construction. Later 
he went to Delaware, where he died, June 14, 1805. 

95. Abel, born Feb. 18, 1742. He married Sarah 
RuGGLES, of Hardwick, Mass., Nov. 27, 1765. She was 
daughter of Benjamin Ruggles. Mr. Harwood died in 
Hardwick, May 2, 1770. His widow afterward married 
Ezra Alden, of Greenwich, Mass. 

96. Eunice, born at North Brookfield, Mass., in 1744. 
She married Dea. Simeon Stone, June 2, 1773. She died

Concerning the Crest and Coat of Arms which appear 
as the frontispiece in each of these three volumes of New 
England Harwood Genealogy: the Crest — a Stag's Head 
holding in its mouth an oak branch— surmounting the 
Original Coat of Arms, is not in keeping with correct her- 
aldic laws. The ancient crest was an Eagle's Head. But 
the design as we now have it is a combination of the 
ancient Saxon Coat of Arms and the Crest used in later 
centuries bv certain lines of Harwoods in the Mother 
Country. And representative members of all three of the 
New England Branches of Harwoods, have, after due con- 
sideration of the matter, decided to adopt this design as 
our common Familv Emblem for all time to come. 

We are indebted to Ethan A. Harwood, Esq., and his 
sister, Mrs. Frances A. Cummings, of North Brookfield, 
Mass., for the inserts which form the frontispiece in this 
volume. I am sure everyone will be grateful to them for 
having our beautiful Family Emblem which is used as the 
frontispiece in Vols.
